Unless femilies to be relocated can be died that 
their relocation is but temporary and that better housing will 
be available to them, our problem of relocation will be even 
harder and the general program delayed, Before construction 
san begin. on the Orenge and Nesbitt 1 the eee 
Site and the Roanoke Site, fenilies must be moved. Many 
colored families reside in the Orance and Nesbitt and che 
Livingston Sites, Unless some new housing ia made avai ein: 
to these people and unless they see and realize its availability, 
they will be reluctant to move from the aites, and wil) oblige. 
the Housing Authority to resort to measures whieh up to the 
Present time wo lave been able to avoid. These measures, such. 
as Constable notices, dispossess eg aná evictiona, 
would result in very harmful publicity for the Authority, arouse 
resentment in the people who should be most enthusiastic in 
their support of our program, end would constitute a callous
